The losses inflicted to the en- 
emy in these actions raised to 59 
the cumulative total of his ships 
sunk in the Solomons area. These 
include two battleships, 11 cruis- 
ers, 24 destroyers, 13 transports 
and nine cargo vessels. In 
tion, 11 Jap ships were probably 
sunk in the Solomons and 114 
were damaged—a grand total of 
184 

Comparable American losses are 
30 sunk—two aircraft carriers, 
seven cruisers, 14 destroyers, five 
transports, one cargo ships and 
one fleet tug. The total of Ameri- 
can ships damaged has not been 
announced. Neither has the total 
of American aircraft losses, but it 
is reported to far below that

Current actions in Tunisia, which some- 
times reflect setbacks to the American forces, 
are simply local actions and should be regarded 
as such in weighing their importance.

The addition of French naval units to the 
United Nations forces in active warfare against 
the Axis should have significant results as soon 
as the vessels are put into fighting condition. 


The battleship Richelieu, the cruiser Mont- 
calm and small vessels have crossed the At- 
lantic from Dakar, to American ports where 
they will be repaired and reconditioned. There 
are, too, the carrier Bearn and two cruisers 
at Martinique which also will be used, it is ex- 
pected. 


The role of the navies of the United States 
in this war is the most vital of all fighting 
forces, for on it depends the ability of the 
armies and air forces to strike. The navy 
must safeguard the channels of supply across 
the oceans of the world and the navy must, 
too, destroy the naval power of the enemies. 


In the case of Germany and Italy about 
the only naval power they have remaining is 
their submarine force but the threat from 
underseas is very real. It is acknowledged by 
United Nations leaders as the most trouble- 
some war problem of all. : 


The French fighting ships, by increasing 
the number of vessels available for convoy 
duty and for the hunting down and destruc- 
tion of Axis submarines will make a very val- 
uable contribution to the coming victory. 


France has been immobilized for many sor- 
rowful months, Gradually, with the develop- 
ments in North Africa and with other achieve- 
ments in other arenas of combat, more and 
more Frenchmen are being released to fight 
against the common foe. The crews of the 
French naval ships may be trusted to do their 
full share and, when the war is over, their 
contribution must not be forgotten.

Lorient 
Lorient is a city on the coast of France, 
on the Bay of Biscay. It is about midway 
between Brest, to the north, and St. Nazaire, 
to the south. 


For more than a century and a half Lorient 
has been a great naval base. It had tremen- 
dous dock and harbor facilities, as well as 
many plants for the manufacture of naval] 
and military equipment. 


The Nazis, when they seized France, made 
Lorient one of their principal bases for the 
repair and servicing of submarines engaged in 
the Atlantic zone of war. 


Of recent weeks the RAF has subjected 
Lorient to a whole series of bombings which, 
if reports of results are even 50 per cent 
accurate, must have reduced the place to a 
hopeless heap of rubble. French civilians have 
been evacuated from the area. Night after 
night the bombers have returned with reports 
of fires that covered the harbor and dock area, 
of blasts that smashed entire blocks of in- 
dustrial buildings, of dock installations pound- 
ed into dust. 

Lorient can be of little service to sub- 
marines today. By putting such a place out 
of operation the RAF is striking the subma- 
rine menace at its root. Other harbors which 
have been used as submarine bases have been 
bombed. Hamburg, Bremen, St. Nazaire, etc. 
If the submarines can be left with no working 
base, they will die, quickly. Bombing of such 
places as Lorient is one of the most effective 
ways in which the day-night air attack against 
the Nazis can be employed.

Merchants and the public are told constantly 
that, although the various war and. rationing in- 
formation they may see in the papers may be 
true, the only “official” orders and -regulations 
come by mail or wire from the local boards or 
from Atlanta or Washington.

There was a feminine sculptor, whose 
has fled my mind, restoring the frieze 
the restored Parthenon. Many years ago 
it was the thing to do to have “expos! 
Nashville had one to commemorate 
which, like the name of the sculptor, 
my mind. 

The promoters sent to Greece and got 
exact dimensions of the Parthenon. They ' 
built a magnificent plaster and wood reproduc- 
tion of the Parthenon—everything 
measure. 

As the years went on, the plaster began to drop off and spare 
rows began:to build nests behind the laths. It took on a scrofu! US, 
shabby look and soon was one of the town’s eyesores, not one o! 
its prides. 

They got together some money and decided to build it out of 
concrete and they hired a sculptor to do the frieze work. ine 
Parthenon, which was a temple to the goddess Athena on tne 
Acropolis, was built some 400 years before Christ, but there are 
enough of the ruins left to be exact in reproducing the bulicing. 


STECHER’S LEGS The frieze is the really show-off portion 
of the building, although at that the rows 


of Doric columns, all around the 228 feet of the buildings leng*n 
and the 101 feet of its breadth, were good to look at. 

Across the top of it are the majestic figures of the gods and 
goddesses in various attitudes. 

The sculptor was in the state generally referred to as “nuts 
She had a low opinion of feminine legs which, she said, were au 
sorts of shapes, none attractive to the aesthetic eye. 

The male leg also was not a thing of beauty. 

The gods and goddesses had good legs, if one could judge from 
the pictures. She wanted the figures in the frieze to have gooa 
legs. The remains of the frieze are in the British Museum and 
it was not possible to have a look at them. She did have measure- 
ments. Some of the figures, notably those of the more important 
gods, were of heroic size. 

Now, it happefied that one day I wrote a piece about the wrestier, 
Joe Stecher. He was the greatest wrestler of his time, in a aay 
when there were really excellent wrestlers. 

Stecher was famous as the user of the scissors hold. His ‘legs 
were so powerful he could, and did, for publicity purposes, du 
open a sack of grain with pressure from his legs. He was a 
man with long muscles, and not the knobby ones. 

He was very fast with his legs and his “go-behind’’ movemen's, 
which none of the present crop of wrestlers can do, and probdaoly 
never even heard of, was very fast and always brought his op- 
ponent down, with those legs holding him in some sort of hold. 

He had a marvelous use of his legs and it was almost impos- 
sible to get Stecher off his feet, so liquid smooth were his reflexes. 

Anvhow, I wrote a piece about him in which I said something 
about the symphony of his legs in action, and this sculptor saw it 
and telephoned about it. 


LEGS FOR GODS AND GODDESSES We took Joe Stecher 


out. He was a quiet, 
modest sort of person, and to have this lady sculptor admiring his 
legs embarrassed him a Dit. 

She measured them and she photographed them and she at 
made a plaster cast of his legs. 

That is how it came about that the gods and goddesses 
frieze of the Parthenon at Nashville, Tenn., have such fin 

They all, gods and goddesses alike, have Joe Stecher’s legs and 
they look just like the photographs from the British Museum. 

The last I heard of Joe Stecher he had had a breakdown and 
was in a sanatorium, from which they said he never would emerge 
again. I hope that is wrong. He was a nice fellow and he could 
wrestle and he was good to see. 

His legs will be there on the Parthenon's frieze through al! of 
time unless some German or Jap bomb smashes the building 
I think there is a lot more likelihood of Joe Stecher's legs beinz 
preserved for posterity than Miss Grable’s. I have never seen Miss 
Grable’s legs. They must be pretty good. But I will wager that 
if Miss Grable had offered her legs to the sculptor as a mode! for 
the Greek goddesses the sculptor would have scoffed at them and 
chosen Stecher’s. 

I don't know if the artistic people in Nashville ever knew about 
how the legs got on the person in the Parthenon frieze. If they 
don’t I think they ought to advertise it a bit. There ought to be 
a little card somewhere saying: 

“Legs by Joe Stecher.”

One permits Rome and Floyd 
county to classify real estate bro- 
kers and to {fix license fees for 
‘their operation, the other fixes 
ithe salary of the clerk of the Tel- 
fair county commission at $125 a 
‘month. 

The house also passed tne fol- 
‘lowing bills and sent them to the 
senate: 

Providing there shall be one 
‘commissioner of Gilmer county 
and naming Ernest T. Hudscn to 
the post until January, 1947. The 
bill also provides that a successor 
shall be selected in an election to 
be held in the fall of 1946. The 
‘salary of the commissioner is set 


| at $1,800 a year with $50 a month 


for the county clerk. 
Winder City Manager. 

Establishing a city manager 
form of government for Winder, 
Barrow county, and fixing six- 
‘year staggered terms for three 
‘commissioners. The salary of the 
city manager must range from 
$2,000 to $3,000 a year. An elec- 
tion to set up the new admiuinistra- 
tion is provided in December, 44.

Baruch has been a friend and 
advisor of Nelson, but Eberstadt, 
a New York investment banker, 
also is close to Baruch and was 
brought into the war effort partly 
upon Baruch’s recommendation. 

Late in the day President Roose- 
velt said at a press conference that 
the Army and Navy had made no 
appeals to him. He said he did not 
know whether any appeals had 
been made to Economic Stabilizer 
James F. Byrnes, a White House 
official. 

Nelson’s announcement of the 
drastic reorganization said: “It is 
my conviction that this change 
will bring harmony to WPB and 
end the jurisdictional questions 
which, if permitted to continue, 
could only hamper the war effort.” 

He did not enlarge upon the 
“jurisdictional questions,” but a 
WPB spokesman, when called upon 
for explanation, said Eberstadt and 
Wilson, who were on an equal lev- 
el of authority, “saw things differ 
ently at times.” 

Had to Make Choice. 


“Nelson had to make a 
and he chose the production man,” 
the spokesman said. 

Rightly or wrongly, Eberstadt 
has acquired the reputation in 
some WPB quarters of being “an 
Army man.” He came to WPB 
from the Army-Navy Munitions 
board, and set up the “new con- 
trolled materials plan” to allocate 
raw materials and assure their un- 
interrupted flow to war plants and 
civilian industries. His program 
had the support Army and 
Navy officials. 

Wilson. on the other hand, has 
heen assigned by Nelson to the 
job of speeding production of the 
“critical components’—the valves, 
gears, control instruments and 
other essential parts which are the 
bottlenecks in nearly every phase 
of armament production. He has 
launched a scheme of production 
scheduling which involves the re- 
distribution of contracts among 
war producers and even of trans- 
ferring machines and tools from 
one company to another. 

In effect, the dispute boiled 
down to the question whether the 
production program should center 
arouRd Eberstadt and his alloca- 
tion of materials, or around Wil 
son and his production scheduling 
Wilson felt he could not do his job 
unless he also governed the flow 
of materials into war plants. Nel- 
son. in making his decision, put 
all his chips on Wilson. 

Worked Diligently. 


“Mr. Eberstadt has worked hard 
and diligently in setting up the 
controlled materials plan,” Nel- 
son's announcement said, “and I 
regret the circumstances which 
make it necessary for me to trans- 
fer his functions to another. How- 
ever, Mr. Wilson is a production 
man, and our job today is pri- 
marily a production job. 

“Because our entire effort must 
now center about the production 
line, and because this involves the 
closest control over scheduling, it 
is essential that two things be 
true—first, that a production man 
be in full charge; second, that all 
related problems be within the

DES MOINES, Iowa, Monday.—We reached Des Moines yes- 
terday a little before noon and, as I had breakfasted at 5.30 a. m., 
I was very giad that our first stop was the mess hall. There a 
young WAAC officer showed me through the 
kitchen, the storeroom and the ice boxes, and 
told me that they fed around 2,000 people in a 
little over an hour. 

Our table was charmingly decorated and no 
one could have asked for better food. The thing 
that strikes one immediately in looking at a 
large group of these girls and women who have 
come into this auxiliary Army service, is their 
look of health and alertness. I saw no one who 
looked lackadaisical or uninterested. Life is so 
busy one must be interested; if not, I think one 
would fail and drop out. RSs \ Se 

I saw several barracks, including those for »=Ss-tall 
the colored group. Substantially, they have the same conveniences 
in the way of baths, showers and laundties. Some of them have 
double-decker bunks, as so many of the men’s barracks have, 
everything was clean and neat. 

This is the Army behind the fighting forces. One gets a sense 
of ordered discipline. I still think that the lack of privacy must 
seem hard to the older women, particularly when they first come 
in, and yet all of them seem to adjust to it easily. There must be 
many backgrounds in this group of 9,000 women and there are a 
great variety of skills and educational achievements.
